The University of Guelph crop sc-

But the big impetus for auto mare 
ufacturers is the potential to create 
higher quality cars at lower costs, 
says Peter Frise, CEO of AUTO21,a 
national network of centres of excel- 
lence, whose goal is to enhance the 
global competitiveness of the Cana- 
dian automotive industry 

Already, the average European 
car contains 20 kg of bioproducts 
Corn-starch slurries are used in the 
molding of rubber tires and spark 
plugs, plant-based plastics are trans- 
formed into car mats and air bags, 
while jute, hemp, and flax are mixed 
with polypropylene to create car 
interiors. 

In Europe, use is being driven by 
high agricultural subsidies. Even so, 
bioproducts are still more common 
in high-end vehicles like BMWs and 
Mercedes, where cost is less of an 
issue.

But as oil prices continue to climb, 
alternatives to petroleum-based 
plastics and composites look more 
and more attractive in North Ameri- 
ca. “I think that we're closing in ona 
situation where the cost will make 
sense for some of the biomaterials,” 
says Frise. 

For farmers, biomaterials could be 
the holy grail—a potentially huge 
new market that could drive up the 
prices of agricultural commodities 
that are currently languishing at an 
all-time low. More effective herbi- 
cides coupled with better tillage 
practices mean farmers are produc- 
ing more than ever before, so they 
need new outlets for their stockpiles 


of corn and soybeans. 

Around the world, interest is 
growing in biomaterials, says Mohi- 
ni Sain), chemical engineering pro- 
fessor and director of the Centre for 
Biocomposites and Biomaterials Pro- 
cessing at the University of Toronto. 
His own research has led to hemp 
composites that could be molded 
into products such as instrument 
panels. 

Many of these materials are now 
being commercialized: plastics made 
from plant-based polylactic acid in 
the US, starch polymers in Italy, and 
various products in China and 
Japan. 

“The success of this industry here 
in North America will very much

depend on how fast and how eco- 
nomically we can make these mate- 
rials match the performance of the 
existing plastics and metals,” says 
Sain. 

He estimates that the current gen- 
eration of biomaterials can meet the 
performance criteria for 50 per cent 
of interior applications. Their 
strength is similar to glass fibre com- 
posites, he says, but crash resistance 
still needs to be improved. Moisture 
resistance also needs to be increased 
for exterior applications like hoods 
and bumpers. 

That still leaves plenty of opportu- 
nities right now in low-performance 
and medium-performance applica- 
tions.

VEGETARIAN MIRACLE 

Hume predicts we'll be seeing 
cars containing soy-based foam by 
the end of the year, pointing to the 
example of the Woodbridge Group. 
The Ontario-based company, which 
produces foam for auto seats, has 
suffered three price increases in 
materials since January Ist, yet it’s 
locked into fixed-price contracts 
with its customers. 

“They are desperately looking for 
a way to access product at a lower 
rate,” he says. “Right now the price 
of soybean oil is about half the price 
of petroleum oil.” 

The next steps, Hume and Frise 
agree, are putting the right people in 
touch with one another. Hume has 
applied to for funding from the 
Canadian government to help the 
University of Guelph, the Ontario 
Soybean Growers and the City of 
Guelph broker the concept of the 
biocar. 

Over the next three months, he 
plans to meet a lot more of the play- 
ers and connect researchers with 
industry. 

There are also important issues to 
be worked out. Quality assurance is 
key, since a single recall in the auto- 
motive sector can involve 100,000 
cars. And logistics are equally 
important when a one-hour delay in 
delivering parts to an assembly plant 
earns suppliers a $1 million fine. 

Then there’s the problem of mesh- 
ing the needs of manufacturers that 
make parts and build cars every day 
with the agricultural reality of an 
annual harvest. 

“Any industry as large as the 
automotive industry can only make 
such moves at a certain speed,” says 
Frise. “We have to make sure that 
the supplies and the properties and 
everything else is sorted out proper- 
ly before we commit toa production 
start.” 

But despite the potential potholes, 
participants of the recent summit 
were buzzing with optimism. 

“This is a big complicated task 
that’s going to take a concerted effort 
on the part of quite a number of dif- 
ferent people, many of whom have 
never worked together before,” cau- 
tions Frise. “But,” he adds, “I think 
we can do it.”

Dunn's [bid ups the trickery 
by getting rid of the book alto- 
gether. Millionaire Jonathan 
Blashette—the three-legged 
deodorant tycoon—has just 
added the finishing touches to 
the (auto) biography he coop- 
erated on. His editor's son 
accidentally drowns the entire 
manuscript in the bathtub, 
ruining everything except the 
footnotes. Blashette decides to 
publish the footnotes, and nat- 
urally his editor agrees. Dunn 
writes himself into the book, 
becoming Blashette’s (at 
times) querulous biographer. 
This is the story of Blashette: 
circus performer, humanitari- 
an, confirmed bachelor, and 
fabulously wealthy business- 
man. He has many admirers 
and a few detractors. Says a 
tough-guy actor at one point 
about Dandy-de-odor-o, “I 
don’t need no sissy perfume- 
counter dabby-doo under my 
arms. A man’s supposed to smell 
like a man, not like some guzzied 
dame in a flower shop.” 

Along the way there are end- 
notes, footnotes, marginalia, 
sources cited, correspondence and 
appearances by Nelson Rockefeller, 
Flannery O'Connor, and Douglas 
MacArthur, among many others. 
There's even a recipe for Boston 
baked beans. 

Dunn discloses Blashette’s very 
full life introducing a cornucopia of 
the 20th Century’s historically 
important and relevant, then asks, 
“Does it matter and to whom?”

MOVIEGOERS MAY HAVE TROUBLE 
identifying Murderball as a docu- 
mentary from its title alone: it 
sounds like the name of some 
ancient and long-prohibited gladia- 
torial blood sport. 

But that’s precisely what quadri- 
plegic rugby resembles, so there 
may be some truth in such advertis- 
ing. About half way through the 
film, which profiles several United 
States’ paralympic rugby squad 
members and their pursuit of the 
gold medal at Athens in 2004, one of 
the players comments wryly that 
“murderball,” the unofficial name 
for quad rugby, doesn’t attract 
many corporate sponsors, perhaps 
because the vitality and violence of 
the sport seem so frighteningly 
incongruous. 

If this is true then Murderball the 
film deserves wide recognition and 
every success precisely because of 
its explicit and often aggressive 
resistance to society's ginger, politi- 
cally correct treatment of the dis- 
abled. Wheelchairs collide with 
wheelchairs, metal scrapes sicken- 
ingly on metal, and bodies go flying 


don. (Of course, as one of the play- 
ers observes of himself and his 
teammates in a brilliant throwaway 
line, “What can we do now? Break 
our necks?”) 

Yet there’s something even more 
exhilarating about the fact that the 
men bashing into each other on the 
court are normal people with essen- 
tially normal lives. This is no tear 
jerking inspirational story or cau- 
tionary tale designed to make us feel 
lucky for what we have. Nor are we 
left to marvel in secret at the colossal 
misfortunes of others. Instead the 
audience is likely to feel much closer 
to the star players on Team US.A., 
and, perhaps, is likely to come to a 
better understanding of what it is 


it should seem rather obvio 
bears repeating; those with phy 
disabilities don’t need our pity, but 
they do deserve our respect. 
Murderball is really entertaining 
because the American players are 
extremely engaging personalities, 
and because the rivalries between 
teams are undeniably dramatic. The 
trash talking and the off-court hijinks 
are amusing, but the friendly antag- 
onism between the Canadian and 


Joe Soares, the aging star player 
dropped from the US side who 
coaches Team Canada to a world 
championship, makes a particularly 
melodramatic and larger-than-life 
villain. His brashness, mercurial 
rages, and single-minded dedication 
are far too interesting to have been 
scripted, and his last-minute 
redemption, coming after a heart 
attack brought on by the stress of 
coaching, provides him with an 
enviable character arc. 

Added to this is the sheer excite- 
ment of the visual style. With a good 
balance of fast cuts and jerky action, 
and longer, more sweeping shots 
that allow one to view impressive 
panoramic action, cinematographer 
Rubin has captured all the frenetic 
excitement of a music video with 
none of that form’s unique irrita- 
tions. 

Murderball contains some of the 
most exciting sports footage that 
you're likely to see at the movies all 
year, yet the film’s greatest triumph 
is, perhaps, the radically different 
perspective that it affords the view- 
er: for some, “The Chair” isnota ~ 
death sentence, but a new lease on 
life.

FILMMAKER NICHOLAS RAY ONCE 
proclaimed his affinity for the 
flawed protagonist, saying, “Unless 
you can feel that a hero is just as 
fucked up as you, that you would 
make the same mistakes that he 
would make, you can have no satis- 
faction when he does commit an 
heroic act, because then you can say, 
‘Hell, I could have done that too.” 

Suffice it to say, if you can relate to 
the problems of the protagonists of 
Nicholas Ray’s films, your life is a 
great deal more exciting than mine. 
But certainly one of the strengths of 
Ray’s films is the director's empathy 
for all God’s twisted and maligned 
creations, the outsiders and loners 
whose damage lurks a little too close 
to the skin, who nonetheless have 
reason to hope and strive for peace, 
contentment, redemption. It’s not 
uncommon to wonder, when watch- 
ing a Nicholas Ray picture, just who 
it is you're rooting for. 


GO ON: ADMIT IT 
Starting in the 1940s, Ray spent 
two decades giving life to his 
fucked-up protagonists and subvert- 
ing the inbuilt conventions of the 
_ movies that major studios allowed 
him to make. His most famous suc- 
cess is Rebel Without a Cause, though 
James Dean’s fraught rmance 
overshadowed the director's trade

named Dixon Steele, whose explo- 
sive temper finds frequent, if not 
always deserving, outlets. 

Steele, his eye on an easy con- 
quest, invites a hatcheck girl to his 
house one night to tell him the 
details of a book he’s been hired to 
adapt for the screen. When he tires 
of the little chatterbox, he sends her 
home; a few hours later the cops 
show up to tell him she’s been 
found murdered. The testimony of 
his neighbour Laurel Gray (the 
unsung Gloria Grahame) clears him 
and kindles a romance between 
them, but the cops won't leave Dix 
alone and Laurel starts to doubt his 
innocence after witnessing a few of 
his fits of rage. 


HALLUCINATION WITH SPURS 

Ina Lonely Place trades heavily on 
Bogart’s established fast-talking 
tough guy persona and his chem- 
istry with Grahame (who had 
recently divorced Ray), but the fasci- 
nation with danger and violence, 
the air of paranoia and sense of 
doom are staples in the Ray oeuvre. 
All the same, the ease with which 
Bogart switches between doting 
paramour and teeth-baring, twitchy 
psycho is surprisingly menacing. 

As with all the movies in the retro- 
spective, In a Lonely Place demon- 
strates Ray’s talent for populating 
his films with memorable minor 
characters that seem as human as 
the major ones. 

You might be tempted to check 
your temperature during Johnny 
Guitar (1954) to see if you're running 
a fever. Hysterical, hilarious and 
oddly heartfelt, Johnny Guitar is a 
hallucination dressed up as a west- 
ern, with a jumbling of genre con- 
ventions and gender role reversals 
that didn’t find much favour with 
audiences of the day. Splashed 
across the screen in vivid, grandiose 
strokes, Johnny Guitar gives you the 
feeling time and again that a big 
musical production number is about 
to break out at any moment, but it 
never does.

the outset—two British army offi- 
cers are selected for a daring com- 
mando raid ona German outpost in 
Libya during WWIL One complica- 
tion is that the commanding officer, 
Major Brand (Curt Jurgens) is a 
complete coward; the other is that 
Captain Leith (Richard Burton), 
who is genuinely brave if not a little 
exasperated by war, had an affair 
with the major’s wife before she 
married, which becomes pretty 
abvious to everyone. After the 
raid—and an unconcealed display 
of gutlessness by the major—the 
commando squad is forced to cross 
the blazing desert fora rendezvous 
with their reconnaissance team.

SINCE ITS RELEASE LAST WEEKEND, CRIT 
ics have labeled Rob Zombie's new film 
everything from “something of a master- 
piece” (Sean Burns, Philadelphia Weekly) to 
“the worst movie | have ever seen” (Bruce 
Kirkland, Toronto Sun). His deliriously offen- 
sive sequel to the intensely incompetent 
House of 1000 Corpses does not tread light- 
ly through the hearts and minds of critics. 
Boiled down, though, The Devil's Rejects is 
the cinematic equivalent of Punch and Judy 
performed in a gas station shitter: simple, 
grimy, repetitive, garish, mean, obvious, 
immature, stagy, and overflowing with 
obscenity. 

Given how achingly the film wants to 
evoke the dangerous, broken American 
backwater of 1970s horror staples like The 
Texas Chainsaw Massacre or The Hills Have 
Eyes, not all of these are minuses. Zombie 
nails the look of the film, from the saturat- 
ed dirt-yellow hue to the glorified gut- 
shack his evil hillbilly family calls home. 

Picking up where Corpses left off, Rejects 
opens with clan leader Otis (Bill Mosely: 
The Texas Chainsaw Massacre 2), the beauti- 


ful Baby (Zombie's wife Sherri Moon), and 
matriarch Mother Firefly (Leslie Easter- 
brook replacing Karen Black), waking up in 
their corpse-strewn house, as the cops 
bust down the door. After a bloody shoot- 
out—which forms the energetic opening 
credit sequence—Ma Firefly is captured 
and the rest of the family narrowly escapes 
to hook up with cousin and part-time 
clown Captain Spaulding (Sid Haig: Spider 
Baby, Jackie Brown), turning: the film essen- 
tially into a road movie—a bold and poten- 
tially fruitful choice for a sequel. 

On the run from homicidally vengeful 
Sheriff Rydell (overly snarly character actor 
William Forsythe), whose brother they 
killed in the prequel, the “heroes” convene 
at a roadside hotel. In one of the longest 
and most pointless sequences in the movie, 
the killers torture, rape, and murder a 
touring country band, before moving on to 
a safe house. Dawn of the Dead (original 
version) star Ken Foree plays a pimp who 
shelters the family at his brothel as Rydell 
and his posse close-in. Zombie further 
sprays horror fan-boy jizz all over the place 
with the inclusion of recognizable genre 
players like PJ. Soles (Carrie, Halloween) and 
Michael Berryman (The Hills Have Eyes) in 
ancillary roles. 

Although the film is directed more com- 





petently than Corpses (a small feat, really) 
and Zombie actually achieves a semi-coher- 
ent narrative this time, around, his script’s 
banter is so try-hard stupid, his actors 
don't know whether to play for camp (like 
Forsythe does), be dead serious (Mosely), 
or try to cover up the fact they can’t act at 
all by shaking ass in low-cut jeans (Sherri 
Moon). Like Punch and Judy, characters 
beat up on each other, spew insults, and 
repeat. The result is as awkward, tedious 
and sometimes downright embarrassing. 
With lines like, “Gimme some sugar, bitch. 
Make it sweet,” Zombie has proven himself 
the poor man’s Lucas, a director who 
should never be allowed to write dialogue. 
In fact, Zombie should really stick to music 
videos, as he’s got no problem devoting 
entire sequences of his film, including the 
hysterically inappropriate and silly Thelma 
and Louise-style ending, to music montages 
played out over entire Skynyrd songs 
Although there’s an abundance of laugh- 
able stuff in Rejects, the biggest problem is 
the way the film deifies its irredeemably 
hateful main characters as down-home 
rebel heroes. Unlike films like Man Bites 
Dog or Natural Born Killers, Rejects isn’t 
attempting a comprehensive satire of, or 
even statement on, the nature of the 
media, violence, viewing pleasure... or 
much of anything. Instead it seems to come 
from the viewpoint of an inarticulate ado- 
lescent binging on boobies, violence, and 
pop-culture: a childish puppet show of the 
grotesque.

TRACK CYCLING MAY BE AN EXCITING 
sport to participate in, but it’s not a particu- 
larly riveting event to watch on video, a fact 
which sinks a portion of One Gear, No 
Brakes, Chris Wilberg’s hour-long documen- 
tary on Edmonton's Olympic track cycling 
gold medalist Lori-Ann Muenzer. 

The expected bicycling montage shots 
grow wearisome quickly, but, luckily for 
audiences, Wilberg is actually more interest- 
ed in the interior drama of the six-month 
period between Muenzer’s Olympic win and 
her attempt at the 2005 World Champi- 


a successful summer is not as easy a task as 





you would think. The post-Olympic months 
are a time of transition for the 39-year-old 
Edmontonian, who finds herself without a 
coach as she begins training again in the fall 
of 2004. With longtime trainer Steen Mad- 
sen finally giving into economic pressure and 
taking on a new career as a stockbroker, 
Muenzer can depend on his help only on 
weekends, when he flies out to Vancouver 
to work on her program. 

To make matters worse, she's unable to 
use her recent Olympic gold metal win to 
secure financial help from sponsors, due to 
restrictions laid on her by the Canadian 
Olympic Committee. So much for her her- 
alded win in Match Sprints cycling—Muenz- 
er is between a rock and a hard place, 
impelled to continue training but lacking 
adequate capital or help to do it properly. 

The absence of her mentor and friend 
hits harder then she realizes; without out- 


side advice on how to fix small errors in her 
program, Muenzer finds herself falling into 
depression, her lack of confidence translat- 
ing into poor performances during warm up 
matches. Whether fretting openly to the 
camera about her solitude, or phoning Mad- 
sen back home in Edmonton for support 
and advice, Muenzer is a study in pathos, 
seemingly continuing out of sheer force of 
will. 

Muenzer begins the loneliest part of her 
journey when she moves her training to 
Australia, where Muenzer ends up using 
Wilberg (who has some cycling experience) 
for support in lieu of Madsen. It’s also at this 
point that her lack of support becomes 
most telling, as she finally breaks down 
slightly on camera, revealing the depth of 
her frustration and resentment. In this and 
many other ways, One Gear, No Brakes con- 
founds the expectations we have of most 
sport films. 

A portion of the proceeds from One 
Gear, No Brakes will be set aside for Jack's 
Kids, a Rotary Club project that supports

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IT’S A CHILLY SUNDAY MORNING AND 
a slightly groggy Brent Oliver is tak- 
ing sips from his morning coffee 
while easing into wakefulness. The 
night before had him in his usual 
sideman position with Field and 
Stream, but that’s not the reason he’s 
not at his best. “Three days of adult 
rec hockey camp at NAIT,” he 
explains. “Man, are my legs aching,” 

You would think they would be 
hurting long before this. After all, the 
notoriously overworked promot- 
er/musician has never been one to 
slow down, and now he’s forced 
into semi-retirement with the immi- 
nent arrival of a bundle of joy this 
September. The Maykings are on 
hiatus, his side gigs with Field and 
Stream and John Guliak’s band 
pared down. Still, while he’s at 
home learning how to be a dad, he’s 
also got a club to move. The Side- 
track saga has been endlessly dis- 
cussed over the last few months, 
with Oliver, the club’s booker, hav- 
ing to stamp out small brushfires of 
false information. But now the 
‘Track is officially on the move. 

“We knew it was inevitable, but at 
the same time we had this lease. 
Now we've found a new location 
across from the Boardwalk Market 
that'll be up by January.” That's 
good news for Oliver, who estimates 
that The Sidetrack pays out roughly 
$7,000 in utilities a month. “The 
place is a shack. Apparently, the 
green room/ office section was 
moved over in 1991 along with the 
train. It’s actually the Old Strathcona 
Hall. Imagine the gaping halls and 
breezes going through. It’s ridicu- 
lous to heat.”

“More people have been coming 
out,” he asserts, heaping scorn on

because it was way too smoky.” 

The bylaw has resulted in a few 
strange incidents for Oliver, includ- 
ing a recent run in with Ronnie Hay- 
ward, AKA Ronnie Artur and his 
Orkestrio, a beatnik-jazz combo dri- 
ven by Haywards surreal mono- 
logues. The problem started when 
Hayward demanded that he be 
allowed to smoke on stage as “part 
of his act.” Oliver had to remind him 
of the law, but Hayward was furious 
and vowed never to play The Side- 
track again 

“According to him, we should 
have started a riot against the smok- 
ing bylaw because we're ‘losing our 
culture’, like Vancouver ‘lost its cul- 
ture.’ He cuts his set short to 35 min- 
utes, and the last thing he says to the 
audience is ‘your town is too clean. 
I'm going out for a cigarette.’ He 
dropped his bass and walked out.” 
Hayward spent the next two hours 


personally making up for the ban in 
the back of the club before rolling 
back in to demand his money. “He 
was totally hammered. The funny 
thing is, the next night he was play- 
ing a bar in Calgary called Beatnik, 
which is, of course, a non-smoking 
bar.” 

Last spring’s Maykings’ tour with 
ex-Husker Du drummer Grant Hart 
resulted in more smoking hilarity 
for our hero. Hart's decision to light 
up ina non-smoking hotel room in 
Victoria resulted in Oliver being 
slapped with a hundred dollar fine 
on his credit card. “I never, ever 
want to meet any more of my 
idols” he says somewhat mournful- 
ly. “Mostly because they obviously 
don’t like what they’re doing.” 

It's an education for anyone who 
grew up genuflecting at the altar of 
rock ‘n’ roll the way that Oliver did, 
to realize that so many of his heroes 
don’t reflect back the passion that

“Tt 
seems like kind of a dog and pony 
show, and I never want to be in that 
position.

Which brings us to Slow Fresh 
Oil, Oliver's longtime musical pride 
and joy, and the subject of a pro- 
longed and very public divorce. “That 
kind of kicked me right in the ass,” 
admits Oliver, who watched last year 
as his two former bandmates decided 
to concentrate on their own band, 
Whitey Houston. “It was such a great 
band. Unfortunately, we can’t seem to 
get along. It all comes down to per- 
sonalities with us.” 

Unanswered emails and a complet- 
ed album gathering dust at producer 





Nik Kozub’s studio are two reasons 
why Oliver is sad at the band's 
untimely demise. “Every time I ran 
into them they would say, ‘We shoul 
sit down and talk about it’ It was the 
musical equivalent to, ‘Hey baby, let's 
just be friends.’ It became this cold 
war. They stopped talking to me.” 
The Slow Fresh Oil website went 
down, and the Whitey Houston web- 
site went up. “Suddenly [Whitey 
Houston/SFO bassist] Lyle [Bell] and 
[drummer] Gravy are playing in 
Shout Out Out Out Out, and Lyle 
with the Wet Secrets. What the hell? | 
didn’t mind if they didn’t want to 
play with me, but they never said 
anything until there was this huge 
blowupa couple of months ago. We 
finally sat down a little while ago and 
hashed it out. 

“Still, the Wet Secrets song ‘Ballad 
of El Doucho,’ is about me,” he 
laughs. The line is ‘I wanna use that 
axe you grind and cut your head off 
and put you in the ground.’ I know 
it’s a metaphor, but that’s still pretty 
harsh.” 

In any event, that’s all in the past, 
and Oliver has a bright future to look 
forward to. 

“{Wife] Jill was watching this 
showbiz mom and dad thing about 
raising kids and putting them in 
beauty pageants. I never plan on 
being that guy, but I really would like 
to have my kid play an instrument or 
pick up ona sport. Like 
{painter / musician / educator] Wilf 
Kozub [of Wilfred N the Grown 
Men] is my ultimate hero as far as 
that goes. You have kids, and your 
kid Nik [of Shout Out... and Veal 
fame] eventually ends up playing in 
your band and producing your 
records. How cool is that?”

Not to make it sound like 
they’re getting the short hand of the 
stick, but it’s also apparent in the way 
they get reviewed.

Same thing goes for their albums: 
yeah, it’s folky, but it should be 
checked out. What's with all the 
guilty feelings about liking what The 
Clumsy Lovers do? Or just plain 
enjoying folk, folks? 

“We talk about that sometimes,” 
says singer/guitarist Trevor Rogers. 
“It's kind of a hard band to categorize 
with the bluegrass and the Celtic 
styles. If you go toa record store you 
might find it in the folk section or in 
the Irish section. I think it really helps 
the live show because it keeps it fresh 
and exciting every night. But I think 
there are people that are kinda baf- 
fled when you go from a polka to a 
heavy metal jam.” 

As Rogers puts it, The Clumsy 
Lovers aren’t The Tragically Hip. 
They don’t intend to hammer out the
